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Successive Steps by Which Time 
for Distance Has Been Reduced. 

Ten Broeck’s 1:39% Stood for 
Thirteen Tears — Sun Briar 
Present Record Holder. 



Ten Broeek, a son of Phaeton — Fanny Holton, bred 
anil owneil by John Han>er, Nantura Stud, Spring 
Station, Kentucky, was the first horse to run n 
mile better than 1 :40 in competition, and his rec-onl 
of 1:39% stood for thirteen years. He did It at 
l,«iiiRville, Ky., May 24, 1877, the third day of the 
spring meeting at Churchill Downs. The best 
record for a mile prior to that date was 1:41% 
by Kadi, as n six-year-old, at Hartford, Conn., 
September 2, 1875. It was in the second heat of 
a race at catch weights that Kadi made tliis record. 
He had won the first heat In 1:42%, which in It- 
self eijualed the time made by Grey Planet in his 
race against time at Saratoga August 13, 1874, and 
which had stood as the best mile until the three- 
year-old Searcher, with ninety pounds up, ran the 
distance at Lexington, Ky., May 13, 1875, in 1:41%. 
llie Kentuckians were in high glee when the record 
came to them, but when Kadi lowered it by a half 
second the New Englanders had their fling In 
cdation and put the people of the Blue Grass conn- 1 
try in the 'damps, though swearing to find a horse] 
that would bring the record back. They were un- 
successful in wrest' ig the honor from Kadi in 1876, 
but in September of that year Ten Broeek, then a 
four-year-old, had run four miles against time 
in 7:15%, lowering the record for that distance 
from 7:19%. During the winter John Harper 
was persistent in his claims that Ten Broeek was 
“the fastest hoss that ever stood on iron,” de- 
claring that he could break the mile record as easily 
as he had the four mile record. 

This caused the Louisville Jockey Club to offer a 
purse of $650, the conditions reading: “T?n Broeek 
to beat the time of the fastest mile on record, vis: 
Kadi’s second heat at Hartford in 1:41%.** It was 
planned to have the trial on the first day of the 
meeting, but the track was not fast, neither was it 
so on the second day, but on the third day every - 
liody agreed that the going was right and so Ten 
Broeek, mounted by Walker, weighing 110 pounds, 
whirled around the oval in 1:39%, made good the 
l)ousts of his owner and caused the Keiituckiaus to 
swell out tlieir chests again. 

WHEH 1:40 WAS FIRST RECORDED. 

Ten years passed before an.v horse ran a mile as 
fast us 1:40. This was accomplished in a race at 
Kheepshead Bay September 7, 1887 by Stuyvesunt, 
u three-year-old brown colt by Glengarry — Dublin 
Belie, which had been known the previous year as 
Hcott Newman. He carried the colors of the late 
Captain S. S. Brown, who had purchased him from 
Henry Simons. “Snapper** Garrison rode Stuyve- 
«unt at 111% pounds. Favor, ridden by Jimmy 
Mcluiughlin, and Choctaw, piloteil by Godfrey, were 
t.ie other starters. Htuyvesant won by a head from 
Favor. No mile was run as fast as 1:40 in 1888, 
but ill a race at Washington Park July 12, 1.S89, P. 
M. West A Co.’s Maori, then four years old, by 
Poulet — Queen of Cypress, ridden by “Pike** Barnes, 
defeated Little Minch, I..auru Davidson, Hindocraft 
and Aloha a mile in 1:39%. She carried 105 pounds 
to Litlle Miucli’s 110 and beat him by a head. 'The 
purse was $600, but part of the conditions of the 
race read: “$1,000 additional will be given the 

winner if Ten Broeck's time, 1:39%, is beaten.” 
Al Farrow at San Jose, Cal., in April, and Badge at 
Slieepshead Bay in June, had each run a mile in 
1:40 in races that year. 

It remained fur Uacine, the buy son of Bishop- 
Fairy Rose, wliich was brouglit to Chicago from 
California by 'Tliomas 11. Williams in the Undine 
Stable string for the spring meeting at Washington 
Park in 1890, to take a quarter of a second off Ten 
Broeck’s rei-ord. Tlie race was run on June 28, and 
was for a purse of $600, and the other starters were 
Marion C., Gymnast, Almont, Churchill Clark, X., 
Cecil B and Jed. With Racine, then a three-year- 
old, carrying 107 pounds, leading all the way and 
winning easily by a length from Marion C., the 
time was 1:39%. Joe Narvaes, then called “Nar- 
vice,** was Racine’s rider. Then came the meeting 
at Monmoutli Park, where a number of races were 
firogrammed at a mile over the straight course, but 
T. Puryear’s three-year-old Raveloc, by Joe Booker 
— Illusion, was the only horse that succeeded in 
beating 1:40 July 31. with 107 pounds up and ridden 
by Covington he won from Druidess, Tulla Black- 
burn and others in 1:39%. *I*his, of course, was a 
quarter second faster than Racine’s record, but the 
straight course records were no more popular in 
that day than now and horsemen were not inclined 
to regard the achievement as more meritorious than 
bad been that of Racine, or that of Ten Broeek, 
which it certainly was not. Then came the per- 
formance of Salvator.

BUCHAN’S PRINCESS OF WALES STAKES 

Consistent Career of a Colt Wbioh Haa Been First, 
Second or Third in Every One of His Races. 

Major W. Aster’s three-year-old Buchan was an 
easy winner of the Princess of Wales Stakes at the 
Newmarket first July meeting. This race was 
formerly one of the “Ten Thousand Pounders,** 
blit was cut down from $.50,000 to $10,000 added 
and again to its present $5,000. Hajor Aster was 
also its winner in 1918 through the speed of his 
good colt Blink. Buchan as a two-year-old won in 
succession the Spring Two-Year-Old Stakes, July 
Stakes and Chesterfield Stakes, all at Newmarket. 
These successes gained him such penalties that 
with 133 pounds up he ran third to Glaciale, 117, 
and Silonyx, 124, in the Clearwell Stakes, and with 
1,30 imuniks was second to Milton, 118 pounds, in 
the Criterion Stakes. This year be won the Craven 
Stakes, then ran a close second to The Panther 
in the Two Tliousanil Guineas and to Grand Parade 
in the Epsom Derby. Concernlag his latest exploit 
Isindon Sportsman said: 

“It might be supposed that when a horse starts 
for a race with odds of 10 to 1 laid on him the 
event would be devoid of interest, but tills is never 
so when the animal in question is of good class, 
because everyone likes to see good horses. The 
paddock was more crowded prior to the Princess of 
Wales Stakes than it has been all the week, and 
the reason for this was because Buchan was running, 
and those who had never seen Buchan wanted to see 
him, and tbo.se who had seen him wanted to see 
him again. This colt bos been meeting the best of 
Ills age in every race lie bas ever run in. He 
is small, but a race horse every inch of him, and 
he is gaining with increasing age an^ experience 
that cdnfidence wliich in his two-year-old days he 
lacked. He . .vas ranch admired In the paddock and, 
took all the praise with the quiet dignity which 
befits a horse of bis character. He Is not a classic 
winner, but has done tlie next best thing by fin- 
ishing second in both the *rwo Thousand Guineas and 
Derby. The race, as the betting bad anticipated, 
was of a one-sided imture, Bnchan giving his op- 
ponents no quarter, and the verdict of four lengths 
was gained without any kind of effort. The only 
excitement, indeed, was afforded by the struggle 
between the two four-year-olds, Leandras and Catte- 
gat, for second place, and Leandros (which has been 
employed chiefly this season in leading The Panther 
in his work) gained the position by a neck.** 

Buchan is another illnstratlon of the worth of 
Sunstar as a sire, and his pedigree reads as fol- 
lows:

EVOLUTION OF THE RIFLE 

Hen' is Hie evolution of tlie rifle: 

Till- Sliaria: rifle, an American invention and the 
first ’ of o'or bteeCli loaders, “was patented in 1W)2. 

A slide jiermitted the cartridge to ia* inserted, 
\riiieh wiwn 'raised to close tlie hree-eli cut off the 
end of tin- I'artriilge, exiaising tlie iM>wder to the 
flame of the [HTeussion eap. 

‘■The first l.viie of repeating rifle was th<‘ Sis'in-er 
in 1S60. Tlie magazine was a tube in the butt end 
of tlie stiK’k, pnsliing them home witli tlie stiring 
ariH plunger. I'll to 1886 tlie military rifles wer<‘ 
over .44-eaUt)er, tlien tlie French brought out the 
Lebel rifle with a bore of .315 of an inch, made 
possible by Hie first use of smokeless laiwder. 

Their early rifles contained eiglit cartridges in a 
fere end tuhi-. 

Since the present war Is-ga.n they liave clianged 
this to a breeeli magazine holding tlin-e cartridges. 

Tlie EiifieM rifle fiaik its iTa'hie'^ from the British 
government rifle factory at Enfield l»ek, just as 
our Springfield gun took its name from the Spring- 
field. Mass., arsenal. 

The Enfield is in reality a Mauser tyi>e. adopted 
in 1903. 

The original l>‘e-Eufiel:l took its iiaiue from an 
.Vinrriean. toventor of the Lee action, which 

was eombiued with the Metford rifling, used in our 
nav.v as the I>^-Metford, and adapted by Britain in 
18SS. 

nie F.nglisli had previously copied onr Snider 
rifl * in IMK! and Hie Martini in 1S6P. 

I'revioiis to the Springfield rifle our stainlard 
gun wa« the Krag-.Torgeri‘;en. standardized in 1898. 

The I'nitod States ouei- paid a royalty <in tlie 
Krag rifh-, but has never paid Germany any royalt.v, 
on the United Stateit S|iringfield service rifle, ’ 
yaliber .30, model 1903, coutrayy to some reporta. 



BILLY KELLY’S FIRST EASTERN SUCCESS 

Flash Stakes Introduced the Great Gelding to Bow 
York Puhlio — This Tear’s Entries to Stake. 

NEUr YORK, N. Y„ Jnly 18.— The Flash Stake* of 
1918 served to introduce to the eastern racing pub- 
lic the wonderful Billy Kelly, which came from 
Kentuck.v to Hie Sjmi practically unheralded, hi* 
defeat in the Spring Trial Stake* at Douglas Park 
somewhat detracting from his earlier goo«I reputa- 
tion. How he soon oiiened the eyes of the eastern 
turf is well known to all. Raring enthusiasts are 
now wondering If the west will again send another 
Billy Kelly to Saratoga. For that reason a perusal 
of Hie entries to the Flash Stakes to lie run on the 
opening day of tlie coming meeting at America’s 
most famous racing ground is being made by turf 
followers herc^lMiuts. One liundred and thirty two- 
year-olds remain eligible to the Flash. Of the 
■western youngsters which have achieved a good 
reputation in Kentucky Miss Jemima and By 
Golly stand out over the others among the entries 
in the Flash, while Man o’ 'War, Bonnie Mary, 
Dominique and King Thrush are the topnotchers of 
the eastern division. Surely a field of quality if 
not of numerical strengfb seems certain for Oils 
year’s running of the Flash Stakes.

MORE OF THE “TEAPOT TEMPEST” 

Secretary Cromwell’s Unnecessary Defense of the 
Thoroughbred Horae AsNciation. 

Lexington, Ky„ Jnly 17, 1919. 
Editor Daily Racing Form: — 

In reply to your somewhat sarcastic comment of 
this date permit me to reiterate that, regard- 
less of what its president, its vice-president, its 
secretary or an.v group of its members may have 
said in New York or elsewhere relative to the Ha- 
vana situation, the Thoroughbred Horse Association 
has not “threatened to (mmbine with Cuban and 
otlier promoters and build another track near Ori- 
ental l*ark or to boycott Brown’s track and raise 
a fnnd to keep horses from Oriental Park and sns- 
tain those horses and horsemen which would be 
kept idle by its embargo during the winter.’’ 

Tlie Tlioronghbred Horse Association is incor- 
porated under the laws of Kentucky. Its affairs 
are conducted by a board of directors numbering 
twelve men. 

The action and utterances of the board of direc- 
tors and of the members in regular meeting consti- 
tute tlie action and utterances of the Thorouglibred 
Horse Association. The Thorouglibred Horse Asso- 
ciation has turned down a proiiosul that it en- 
courage a second track at Havana, and it lias not 
received any proposals that its members not par- 
ticipate in the racing at Oriental Park next winter. 

Finally, permit me to bring to your attention 
the fact that “discussion’’ and “action” have two 
entirely different meanings— that conversation is one 
thing and performance another — and may we not 
conclude that the “news” was largely “conver- 
sation.”

8 official attitude and statement 
is lecIiDlcally correct of course. His idea of “news,” 
however, is somewhat cloudy. He is a newspapi r 
man^ and daily sends political news which is solely 
gossip, conversation and disenssion as sharp “news ” 
so considered by the Cincinnati Enquirer and him- 
self. His ^finitions. therefore, have a peculiar 
humor of their own. He surely cannot have decided 
that the newsmen of America have the wrong idea 
of tliq tools of their trade. Daily Racing Form 
reported what was going on in New York and what 
was said and considered there about what was go- 
ing on. That was news — sharp news. Any sar- 
casm of comment on Mr. Cromwell’s “it is not 
true” declaration was ratlier natural, conskleriiig 
the abrupt and ill-mannered wonliness of that dec- 
laration. It is opined that after a consultation 
with- with his principals Mr. Cromwell may know 
that while the 'Tlioroughbred Horse Association, as 
an organization, took no action in New York, 
It* committee earnestly discu.ssed with horse- 
men and n. D. Brown the cures for some- 
what exaggerated statements about the racing 
conditions at Havana, as well as the l»oy.-ott. 
sustenance fund in connection with a boycott, 
and Kiipxiort to an opposition track. Tlie gist 
of the offered cures was reported as fairly as tlie 
writer— at least as exiierieneed as Mr. Cromwell in 
reporting— could report them. The reiiort was 
“news” of a sharper character even than Mr. 
Cromwell’s political “news” or reports from Ken- 
tucky in the Cincinnati Enquirer. Officialism evi- 
dently clouds some reiiortorial eyes. Tlie New 
conversation” or “disciis.sion” bore sharply 
on and was direct and influential eiiougli to sliow 
the way toward the solution fof a- matter in which 
Daily Racing Form’s readers were keenly inter- 
ested. Tlierefore despite Mr. Cromwell’s strained 
definitions it is considered that the waving of tlii^ 
official flag is a mere trivial throwing of dust by u 
fidgety official far bcdiind the “news” of this partic- 
ular case.

BARRED FROM ENGLISH STUD BOOK 

Great Racer Irish Elegance Rated a Half-Bred 
Through a Flaw in His Pedigree. 

The index to the English Racing Calendar says 
of Iri.sh Eleguiiec: “Not in Stud Jhs.k.” Siieli i, 

the ease. Nolssly doubts that he is in realit.v ;i.s 
cleanly a thoroughbred as any horse in England, bill 
it cannot be proved. There is obscurity as to the 
far back breeding of the mare May Day, wliieh 
upliears on the niuteriial side of his ancestry, hence 
her descendants are rated as half-breds and not 
eligible to registry in the Stud Book. He is not 
alone in this disability. The May Day family has 
produced other famous racers, which -were also 
barred from registry for the same reason. 

Despite this theoretical disability, the colt is 
one of the fastest horses of present-day racing 
and in the Cambridgeshire Handicap of last year, 
at a mile and eighth, showed tliat his limit of 
endurance is not confined to a mile or under. In 
that race the brilliant three-year-old filly Zinovia 
carried 119 pounds and won by a head. The four- 
year-old Dansollon liad up 124 pounds and was sec- 
ond a head in frwit of Irish Elegance, wliieh also 
carried 124 iiounds. The then tliree-year-old Arion, 
which has raced so well this year, was fourth with 
only S6 jiounds on his back, and following were 
eighteen of the other best handicap horses of the 
year.. This was his best race as a three-year-old 
and his interesting pedigree is as follows:

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



CHICAGO, 111., July 18. — Work on dozens of 
great bnilding projects, involving the expenditure 
of millions of dollars, was stopped today by order 
of the contractors. The tie-up is the first step in 
a counter offensive launched by tbe Building Con- 
struction Employers’ Association of Chicago against 
building trades unions which have gone on strike 
for higher wages. The employers say it is a lock- 
out which will have been extended by nightfall to 
contracts involving $50,000,000 and 100,000 men. 
Union officinUi deny a lookout exists. They say 
the cessation of important building operations is 
the consequence of their strike, and insist the 
paralysis will not affect 600 independent contractors, 
wlio, they claim, have agreed to pay carpenters, 
iron workers and others the wages they demand. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 18. — Weather forecast: Illi- 
nois — Fair toniglit and probably Saturday; not much 
change in temperature. Missouri — (ienerally fair 

tonight; Saturday partly cloudy; probably local 
thundersliowers in west portion; not much change 
in temperature. General forecast: *1716 indications 
are for local thundershowi-rs witliin the next 24 
to 36 hours in portions of every state in this fore- 
cast district west of the Mississippi River, except 
possibly Montana. Tbe weather will continue fair 
until Saturday night in Illinois and portions of the 
adjacent states. The temperature will be somewhat 
lower in Minnesota and the Dakotas ; elsewhere the 
changes will be slight. 

LONDON, England, July 18. — A wireless dispatch 
received here says the Weimar assembly has adopted 
a bill placing maternity under the care of tbe state. 
A proposal by tbe independents that the mother of 
an illegitimate child should officially be designated 
as “frau” was carried by a vote of 138 to 183. 
It was also decided by tbe assembly that the same 
educational and social opportunities should be pro- 
vided by legislation for illegitimate as legitimate 
cliildren. Likewise it was decided that large fam- 
lies were entitled to state assistance. 

IXINDON, England, July 18. — Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of Labor, 
arriving at Southampton on the Mauretania, de- 
clared regarding American prohibition that “it is all 
rot to think you can compel a country to be dry.’’ 
It was a physical impossibility, he said. Speaking 
of Ireland, Mr. Gompers said America had only good 
will for England, but the general feeling .was that 
the Irish question shonld be settled, because the 
league of nations provided for self-determination. 

BRUSSELS, Belgium, July 18. — Tbe Belgian gov- 
ernment has decided to be officially represented on 
the mission which will go to America in September, 
comprising men prominent in commerce and industry 
in various of tlie European allied nations, upon 
invitation of the chamber of commerce of the 
United States. Great Britain, France and Italy 
had already decided to send representatives on this 
mission. 

PARIS. France, July 18. — The Norddeutsche Al- 
legemeine Zeitung of Berlin, the mouthpiece of the 
government under the imperial regime, declares it 
has information that Holland will consent to the 
extradition of former Emperor William, acceding 
to a Berlin dispatch to Paris newspapers. The 
formal handing over of the former emperor to the 
allies, it adds, will take place at The Hague. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18. — American troops 
have crossed the Mexican border twelve times within 
the last six months to repulse Mexican raids and on 
various ocetslons have found the bodies of Mexi- 
cans, some in uniforms of (Mrransa troops, the 
senate was informed today by Senator Fall of New 
Mexico. 

PARIS, France, July 18. — Four million children 
in Europe are being fed under the auspices of the 
American relief administration. This work will 
probably be continued through private charity under 
American direction even after the conclusion of tbe 
work of tbe American food administration in Europe. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 18.— Permanent ranks 
of general in the regular army for Gen. Pershing 
and Gen. March, chief of staff, and permanent 
ranks of admiral for Rear Admiral Sims and Ad- 
miral Benson, chief of operations, were asked of 
Congress today by President Wilson. 

COBLENZ, Germany, July 18. — Two Germans last 
night attempted to assassinate Maj. George Cock- 
riel, provost mar^al of the American forces in Ger- 
many. The major was not injured. The assassins 
escaiied after firing several shots. Maj. Cockriel’s 
home is in St. Paul, Minn. 

PRAGUE, Csecho-Slovakla, Wednesday, July 16 — 
(Delaye<i). — The first delivery of American cotton 
liere since tbe war will take place on July 23, it 
was announced today. Three thousand bales are 
to be delivered on that date. Ten days later 20,000 
additional bales are due. > 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 18.— 'The North Penn 
Bank, a state institution, closed its doors today. 
The bank’s latest report, issued in June, showed that 
it had deposits of $2,066,043, resources $2,695,282 
and loans and investments of $2,304,.~i33. 

I»NDON, England, July 18. — Marshal Foch, gen- 
eralissimo of the allied armies, arrived from Frum'e 
today to take part in the jieuee celebration tomor- 
row. Great crowds cheered the famous soldier as 
he was driven to the Carllon Hotel. 

SPOKANE, Wash., July 18.— Nearly 1,000 men 
were fighting last night twelve forest fires in north- 
ern Idaho and western Montana, which were threat- 
ening at least two towns, numerous farmhouses uud 
much valuable timber. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 18. — James A. Hart, for 
many years president and owner of Die Cliicago 
Cubs, died this morning at his home after a long 
illness.

ANTELOPES RUN SIXTY MILES AN HOUR 



In answering a question regarding tiie speed of 
uiiteloiie, Roy C. Andrews, who is doing field work 
in China for the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, says that be has no hesitancy in placing Uie 
antelope’s speed at sixty miles an hour. 

“At one time,” he says, “our car was running 
forty miles by tlie siieedometer) and a herd of an- 
telope which liad started wlien nearly opposite to us 
and about three liuudred yards away, ran parallel 
with us for some distance and then gradually drew 
ahead and crossed in front; they kept about tlie 
same distance away all the time. 

“In other words, while we were runniug forty 
miles ill a straight line they were going iu a semi- 
circle about us and still keeping almost tbe same 
distance away — iieriiaps they lost fifty yards, but 
not mure. 

“Wiien we Iwgan to slioot the animals increased 
their s|ieed considerably and tbe man with me 
estimated that they were runniug aliout seventy 
miles an hour; tliere is no doubt that tliey can run 
sixty miles with comparative ease. 

“I never knew what running was until I saw 
those antelope — they simply flew, and one had a 
strange impression that they were skimming the 
ground, for their legs appeared only os a Uar."

— Toueques, ridden by Fred Littlefield at 105, 
equaled Racine’s record of 1:39% for a mile over 
an elliptical course. The fastest mile in 1892 was 
1:37%, by the four-year-old Kildeer, with ninety- 
one |N>uiids up, running over tlH> straight course at 
Monmouth Park, August 13. This was lu a race. 
Tlie fastest mile of that year over an elliptical 
course was Major Domo’s 1:39% at Sheepshead 
Bay June 28. Major Domo was then six years old 
and carried 116 (lounds. 

At Morris Park, June 1, 1893, in winning the Sea 
and Sound Stakes, James R. Keene’s three-year-old 
Cliorlster, by Falsetto — Addle C., riilden by Fred 
Taral at 112*/. pounds, reduced the mile r<‘Cord for 
circular «*oiirses to 1:39%. The following year, Oc- 
tolier 24, at Harlem track, Cliicago, J. G. Brown’s 
three-year-old Libertine, by L-onatiis — Falaise, car- 
rying ninety pounds, ran a mile in a handicap 
against Cash Day in 1:38%. 

Tliis record stood until James R. Keene’s horse 
Voter, by Friar’s Balsam — Muvournei'n, then six 
years old, in winning the Test Handieap at Bright- 
ton Beach, July 17, 1900, ran the mile in 1:38. He 
was ridden by Harry Sp<'ncer at 122 poumis. Inci- 
dentally, that was a great day for Mr. Keene. In 
addition to this performance on the part of Voter, 
Unmasked and Outlander each won a race for him, 
giving him half the card. Voter, however, liad his 
glory alone only four days, for at Washington 
Park on July 21, J. T. Stewart’s Orlmar, a six- 
year-old horse, by Sir Dixon — Prairie Queen, 
carrying J. Winkfield at 109 pounds, ran the mile 
in 1:38. 

At Sheepshead Bay, June 22, 1901, August Bel- 
mont’s Brigadier, four years old, by Rayon d’Or— 
St. Bridget, won the Sheepsliead Bay Haudii'up iu 
1:37%. lie carried 112 poiuids and was ridden by 
Winnie O’Connor. This stoo«l until T. ■ C. Mc- 
Dowell’s four-year-old Allan-a-Dale, by Halma — 
Sudie McNairy, ran the mile at Washington Park, 
July 1. 1903, ridden by Dick Crowliurst with 110 
lioumis up in 1:37-%. At Harlem on the fourteuth 
day of the following August, J. B. Resfiess’ three- 
year-old Dick Welles, by Kiug Erie — Tea’s Over, 
ridden by Thomas Knight at 112 pounds, in a s|iecial 
race against Grand Oiiera, ran the mile in 1:37%. 
October 9, 1905, the Oneck Stable’s three-year-old 
Kiameslw, bj Esher— Beflectlon. equaled this ttae 



at Belmont Park. She was ridden by Willie Knapp 
at 104 pounds. 

The Dick Welles-Kiamesha record stood intact 
until August 15, 1908, when, at Seattle, Fern L. ran 
in the a:ime time under the light impost of eighty 
pounds. In the same year, December 22, Centre 
Sliot wl|»e<l out this triple tie record by running a 
mile in 1:37% at Santa Anita, with 105 pounds up. 
This Centre Shot record remained nntoiielied for 
several years, but at Juarez, December 12, 1913, 
•Manasseh tied it, us did the tbree-year-old Vested 
Rights a few days afterwards. Next at the same 
track, January 18, 1914, a new record was made 
when Bonne Cliance ran a mile in 1:37 with 9S 
IHiunds up. 'This new record did not last long, for 
on March 6, 1914, at the same track, the three- 
year-old filly Christophine carried 102 pounds and 
ran the di.«tance in 1:36%. Tliese Juarez records 
were simply an evidence of the wonderful speed 
of the track and in no way an implication of 
sii|ierior iiualities in the platers making them. 

On September 3 of the same year at Syracuse, 
N. Y., R. T. Wilson’s six-year-old gelding Amalfi, 
carrying 107 iiounds, ran the distance in the new 
American time of 1:36%. The Syracuse track is a 
hard trotting track and exceptionally fast time was 
made over it in the running races lield there that 
year in connection wjth the State Fair. 

Amalfi’s time remained the mile record until last 
summer when at Saratoga on August 6, Sun Briar, 
with 113 Iiounds up, ran the distance in 1:36%, the 
|)n-sciit American record for a mile in a race.
